nate in the iienitentiary. 
The law is 
not so severe on trusts as it is on 
petty stealing. 
If a 
man 
steals a 
hundred dollars you might send him 
for quite a while; if 
he 
steals 
a 
thousand dollars yi u can make his 
riinishnient quite severe, and it is a 
, more terrib le thing in this country 
to steal a horse than it is to comb ine 
or form a tiiist. The horse may b e a 
poor one, b ut if a man steals a horse, 
you can send him to the penitentiary, 
no m atter if the horse is a poor one, 
for a longer term than you can a 
trust magnate if he conspires against 
eighty million people and rob s them 
of millions of dollars. (Applause.) 
1 
The repub lican leaders have b een 
amending the commandment, “Thou 
Shalt not steal on a small scale” (ap­ 
plause), and yet :n the enforcement 
of the anti-trust law they have b een 
very delicate with these trust mag­ 
nates, and we have ab out as many 
trusts, after ten years of repub lican 
rule, in this country, as we had when 
I hey commenced. 
Why don’t they enforce the law and 
drive the trusts out of the country ? 
You say the law isn’t b road enough 
for them. Then why don’t they make 
new’ law’s b road enough and enforce 
them so as to drive the trusts out of 
the country’?

quarter around a n l around,” and the 
man says, “W hat did she do w’ith all 
this money,” and he says. ‘T 
don’t 
know’, I ain’t give 
her 
any 
yet.” 
(Laughter.)

Very Small Reforms. 
Now', these reforms, 
niy 
frieiids, 
that these repub licans tell you ab out 
and b oast ab out are really very small 
reforms. They haven’t given us much 
reform yet. 
When 1 think how grad­ 
ual has b een the improvement on this 
trust question, I am reminded of a 
fellow that had a b reaking out on his 
hand and went to a doctor to get some 
medicine, and the doctor gave him 
some medicine and told him to put it 
on every day and come hack after 
awhile and let him know how he 
was getting along. 
He put the medicine on regularly 
for a month and then went b ack 
and the doctor said, “How is you: 
hand. ” and he said, “looking at it 
from da y to day. doctor, I can’t see 
that there is any change; looking at 
it from week to week I sometimes 
think I can see an improvement, and 
looking at it from month to month I 
ttin k I am b etter, and doctor, it may 
get well, b ut I am afraid it won’t b e 
in my day.” 
(Laughter.) 
And so on this t» -ust question. They 
may cure the trusts, b ut I b elieve, at 
the rate they are going, in a thousand 
years from now. if there is a repub ­ 
lican party, it W'ill b e asking for a 
litile more iiatience on the part of 
the people, (ikughter and applause.)

He must go out upon

The merchant is learning what It 
means, b ecause if you go to the mer­ 
chant who has dealt with trusts he 
will tell you that they now tie him 
up b y contract; tney cut off his prof­ 


its: they compel iiiin to order fur­ 
ther in advance; they make him keep 
the goods upon his shelf; they throw 
all the risk of b usiness upon the re­ 
tailer, while they rile up their prof­ 
its, and the people at large are under- 
slaiiding now the process b y which 
the trusts work. 
Xo excuse for mis- 
iiudei standing.

son of the oil king, has explained it 
so nob ody need luisuuderstand it any 
longer.

tens of thousands of independent in­ 
dustries giving occupation to thous­ 
ands of working men than to have 
just a few’ gigantic monopolies, wdiose 
owners will 
wealth from all 
the countries and retain it from gen­ 
eration to generation. 
Our party lays the cause at the root 
of the trusts, and says that (iod never 
made a human b eing good enough to 
stand at the head of a private mono- 
oly. Our party sayj a private monop­ 
oly is indeiensib le 
and 
intolerab le, 
that we must lia\e laws that will 
make it Impcssib le for private monop- 
clies to exist in the United States. 
It was declared iu Kansas City six 
years ago; it was repeated at St. 
Louis two years ago. b ut no repub lican 
leader tells you that a luivate monop­
